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Omar Bradley 
Finds Serene 
Priv ate Life 


By HAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK i/B- Life holds a 
bu sy serenity today for Omar Nel­ 
son Bradley, who nearly ten years 
ago led American grou nd forces to 
victory in Eu roi>e. 
At 62 the graying general of the 
Army, no longer assigned to active 
du ty bu t still available to a bu gle 
calí, is holding down more jobs 
than at any time in his carevr. 
The erosion of time has tou ched 
“ Brad” bu t lightly. He is as erect 
as ever. He weighs 178 pou nds, 
only five more than when he left 
West Point in 1915, 
“ Bu t my wife, Mary, 
says Í 
can’t brag abou t that—the weight 
isn’t in the same places,” he said 
cheerfu lly. 
The five-star 
general 
stepped 
down as chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff in Au gu st, 195,8, He 
ended then the 12 tensest years of 
his life—fou r spent on the battle­ 
field, eight in Washington as vet­ 
erans administrator. Army chief 
of staff, and the nation’s top mili­ 
tary chieftain. 
“ I was glad to get ou t from u n­ 
der the pressu re in Washington,” 
Bradley recalled. “So wa.s Mary. 
She shared the pre.ssu re. Bu t I 
was afraid of a letdown.” 
There wa.sn’t any letdown. After 
swearing in Adm, Radford as his 
su ccessor, Brad went ou t and play­ 
ed the l>est game of golf in his 
life. Three days later he reported 
for du ty here as board chairman 
of the Bu lova research and de­ 
velopment laboratories. 
In Eu rope Bradley directed the 
attack 
of 
l,200(KK) 
men, 
t h e 
large.st force u nder a field com 
mander in American history. Now 
he su pervises 43 defense proji-cts, 
many requ iring preci.sion crafts 
manship on tiny arming, safety and 
timing devices on .secret gu ided 
missiles. 
Su mmarizing the military pic­ 
tu re today, Bradley said soberly: 
“ W’e’re not where we thou ght 
we’d lie 10 years ago when the war 
ended. We had high hopes then of 
peace for a long time to come. 
“ Bu t we have had to go on re 
arming 
for ou r 
own protection, 
since Ru .ssia won’t disarm. 
“ I don t think man> people to­ 
day qu estion the neces.sily of ou r 
going into the second world war 
and the Korean situ ation. 
“Some even have advocated a 
preventive war against Ru ssia. I 
don’t think that wou ld answer any­ 
thing. W'e’d be doing ou nselvos tlie 
very thing we are trying to pre­ 
vent—aggre.ssion. 
“ I’m afraid if we have an atomic 
war there might not be mu ch of 
anything left.” 
To forge the great battle victories 
in Eu rope it fell to Bradley to 
give orders for missions that in­ 
evitably led thou sands of men to

When he first cam e to Biloxi 
2’'i years ago from Sedalia, Mo., 
the reverend said that he decided 
to raise flowers as a hobby t>e- 
cau .se he had always liked flowers. 
He constru cted a greenhou se in 
his back yard and devoted mu ch 
of hi.s time to the raising of hou se 
plant.s. 
Bu t after reading many 
articles relating to roses, he de­ 
cided to try his hand in that field. 
“ From reading those articles, I 
learned that roses will grow any­ 
where in the world where vegeta­ 
tion is {Missible,” said Rev. Lind­ 
ley, "and I also learned that I 
cou ld 
have 
flowers 
in 
bloom 
throu ghou t the year.” 
Following instru ctions, the rev­ 
erend based all of his flower beds 
with abou t fou r inches of clay. 
He says that it is necessary to 
u .se clay as a base for his beds 
to retain moistu re, and soil on the 
Coast does not hold water long 
enou gh, so it was neces.sary to 
base the IhhIs with clay.” 
Inclu ded in Rev. Lindley’s 340 
hu shes are 20 of the patented va­ 
riety, to climbing roses, and six 
of the florabu nda variety.

Sergeant Erickson, the Marine 
Recruiter stated today that a re­ 
cent directive from Marine Corps 
Headquarters, Wa.shington, I). C.. 
has clarified the status of Marine 
Reservists in relation to emergen­ 
cy recall to active military service. 
Gen. Ivcmuel C. Shepherd. Jr., 
Commandant of the Marine Corps, 
stated in a directive released last 
week to the field: “ Many reserv­ 
ists erroneously tielieve that mem­ 
bership in an Organized Marine 
Corps Reserve unit will increase 
their liability for call to active 
duty in time of a national emer­ 
gency.” 
Liability for call to active duty, 
the Commandant explained, is de­ 
termined by the “ mobilization li­ 
ability category” established 
by 
Congressional law for all military 
reserve branches, namely, ready 
or standby reserve. Liability is 
not determined by organized or 
volunteer status. 
.As a general rule, a reservist 
with 
obligated service ahead 
of 
him lup to the 8 years required 
under the .Armed Forces Reserve 
act of 1952 ' is placed in the Ready 
Reserve. 
'Those who 
perform a 
total of five years in any combi­ 
nation of active duty or accredited 
training as 
a reservist will 
be 
transferred 
to the 
Standby 
Re- 
■serve. Basically, accredited train­ 
ing as a Marine reservist means 
membership in an Organized M a­ 
rine Corps Reserve unit.

If all baby-sitters should decide 
to strike tonight the social life of 
the I'nited States would come to 
a .sudden, 
agonizing halt. Night 
clubs, 
movies 
and 
restaurants 
would fold. 
And worst of all. the household 
financial 
structure 
of 
the 
U.S. 
would totter, for the tremendous 
cash reserves which baby sitters 
have accumulated constitute the 
biggest source of emergency fam­ 
ily financing in the country today. 
No longer does daddy shake the 
piggy bank to finance a coupie of 
beers or a tank of gas. He floats 
a high-interest loan from his weal­ 
thy, baby-sitting, teen-age daugh­ 
ter. 
Although we’ll have to wait un­ 
til history puts the baby-sitter in 
her 
real 
perspective, 
a 
recent 
piece of literature provides some 
new insight into the matter. 
It’s a pamphlet entitled “ Baby 
Sitters . . . Their Care and Culti­ 
vation.” 
It was w'ritten for the 
employes of the Pacific Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. and is being read 
with great interest by child ex­ 
perts. 
It starts out on a slightly over-

This note of caution works Ixitli 
ways. 
Sometimes the kids ne<‘d 
first aid. But there are a lot of 
aggressive-type kids who make it 
important for the .Miter to kmiw 
first aid for her own safety, too.
